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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the following must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

> The outer expandable tubing of one tubing section being arranged to butt 
against the outer expandable tubing of the other tubing section; claim 3. 

> Each filter screen including a plurality of overlapping sheets individually 
mounted to the respective inner expandable tubing by axially parallel fixings; 
claim 4. 

> The end of at least one filter screen being provided with a means for 
preventing interference between the screen ends when the tubing sections are 
rotated relative to one another; claims 10-13. It assumed that this limitation is 
referring to reference number "32" shown in Figure 2, however, Figure 2 does 
not clearly show what reference number 32 is or how it relates to the other 
features of the connection. 

> The filter screen including a plurality of overlapping sheets that have opposite 
edge overlapping an adjacent sheet; claim 14. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "32" has been used to designate both a box outer surface and an expandable 
make-up protection sleeve. 

3. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed fi-om the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
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be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 

drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract has been constructed a 
single run-on sentence instead of a narrative paragraph. Correction is required. See MPEP 

§ 608.01(b). 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 
The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 

separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the fiiU patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concems," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

6. The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to a foreign 
application or patent, or to a publication is improper. Applicant is required to amend the 
disclosure to include the material incorporated by reference. The amendment must be 
accompanied by an affidavit or declaration executed by the applicant, or a practitioner 
representing the applicant, stating that the amendatory material consists of the same material 
incorporated by reference in the referencing application. See In re Hawkins^ 486 F.2d 569, 179 
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USPQ 157 (CCPA 1973); In re Hawkins, 486 F,2d 579, 179 USPQ 163 (CCPA 1973); and In re 
Hawkins, 486 F.2d 577, 179 USPQ 167 (CCPA 1973). 

7. The attempt to incorporate subject matter into this appHcation by reference to WO 
97/17524 is improper because foreign or international publications cannot be incorporated by 
reference. 

8. The disclosure is objected to because the cross-reference application data should be 
updated to include the patent number of the parent application. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

9. The use of the trademark TEFLON has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent appUcations, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner 
which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Double Patenting 

10. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S. C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

11. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 
claims 1-14 and 17-20 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,722,443. This is a double patenting rejection. 
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The following is the correlations between the claims in the instant application and 
the claims in U.S. Patent No, 6,722,443: 

> Claims 1-14 - Claims 1-14. 

> Claim 15 -Claim 17. 

> Claim 1 6 - Claims 1 8 and 20. 

> Claim 17 -Claim 19. 

Conclusion
